THE performances here lest night were for the Benefit of a Cha- 
ritable Institution, and consisted of The Maid of Croissey, The 
White Horse of the Peppers, HisLastLegs, My Wife's Mother. 

Malibran’s Connection with De Beriot.—De Beriot had con- 
ceived sp attachment for Mile. S—, but his passion wes not re- 
turned, the lady’s affections beiog engaged to another. Pity is 
nearly allied to love in the heart of a woman of ardent and roman- 
tie feeling, and while Malibran pitied De Beriot, she loved him 
without oeing conscious of it. They separated at the close of the 
spring, but they met again at Brussells. One evening they were 
at the Chateau de Chimay, De Beriot played aconcerto, which 
enchanted all who heard him. At its conclusion, Malibran stepped 
up to bim, and taking his hand io hers, in a falteriog voice ex- 
pressed her admiration of his performance. Her eyes were over- 
flowing with tears, and she was agitated by the most powerful 
emotions. While endeavouring to disguise ber embarrassment by 
giving utterance to a string of complimeots and congratulations, 
some words escaped her which sufficiently denoted her real sen- 
timents, 

The Last Days of Malibran.—-On the evening of her arrival 
at Manchester she was unusually gay ; she played and sang for 
reveral hours, and wished Lablache to tell her which he likea best 
of her two last romances, ‘‘ The Brigand,” or ‘‘Death.” When 
she began the latter her excitement was extraordinary, she became 
painfully sgitated. Her powers so wonderfully developed them- 
selves on this occasion, that Lablache became absolutely elarmed, 
aod begged of De Beriot to make ber retire to rest ; this she did 
after many entreaties. Next day she attended rehearsal at the 
church, but no sooner did she hear the organ than sbe burst isto 
tears ; this was not looked upon as apytbing strange, she being 
contioually subject to nervous attacks. On the day following she 
attended to take part in the Oratorio about to be performed in the 
church, but no sooner did the notes of the organ #@gain strike on 
her ear, than she burst into an uncontrollable fit of laughter, and 
Was carried out fainting. Sbesoon recovered, and sang with the 
greatest effect an air by Cimarosa. Ip the evening she insisted on 
singing at the Theatre, and got through her tesk without apparent 
fatigue. The following day she again attempted to assist at the 
Oratorio, but was carried out of the church in a state of insensibility, 
which continued for several hours. She recovered in time to per- 
form again at the Theatre, where, in spite of every opposition, she 
insisted on going. There, like a beautiful spectre, she egain pre- 
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sented herself. Her personal appearance on this occasion bore the 
impress of sickness ; her countenance baspoke suffering and me- 
laocholy, but never was her voice finer or more powerful. Inthe 
duet with Audronico,which she sang with Madame Caradori, she 
was higbly applsuded, The acclamations of thousands rang in ber 
ears, as overcome by exertion she tottered from the orchestra : 
bat when the cries of ‘‘ encore,” miogled with these cheers, her 
whole strength appeared to return ; a new life seemed to animate 
her ; she drew herself up to her full height, her eyes suddenly 
kindled with triumpb, and once more returaoing, she gracefully ace 
knowledged the compliment, She sang the duet a second time, but 
from the Theatre she was carried to ber death-bed.
